He complained that Cana¬ 


dian parishes seemed to pr^ 
fer spending money on “stain¬ 
ed glass windows'* rather 
spreading the gospel 

In an addreas whldi obvi¬ 
ously moved delegates to the 
churcfnt aoth' general syi^ 
deeply, Bishop Norris ^ 
scribed his recent tour of An¬ 
glican missions in the Far 


East and urged a miich great¬ 
er contribution from the Cana¬ 
dian church. 

“How difficult it is for new 
nations to achieve self-govern¬ 
ment arithout the foundation 
of decency, honesty and r» 
spcct for women ai^ children 
which Christianity suppUet,** 
he said. 

**We are teaching children to 
read,** Bishop Nturis said. *‘bUt 


are give them no Christian 
liteiature to read and they are 
turning Communist because 
the Communists supply them 
with liteiature.’* 

He told of visiting mlsslorui 
In places like Hong Kong, un¬ 
der Imminent threat of Com¬ 
munist angulfment, where 
refugees from behind the 
Bamboo Curtain have swamped 


the already taxed facilities of 
the church. • 

‘There are so few* to do so 
much for these millions.'* 
Bishop Norris said. 

All countries In the East face 
the protdem of over popula¬ 
tion. he said, and T wonder if 
there Is not going to be great 
catastrophe when the supply 
of food Is simply not going to 


^be large enough to feed the 
^population.” 

And what, he asked. Is the 
church going to say about the 
q^uestions of compulsory ster¬ 
ilization and compulspry abor¬ 
tion which have arisen in aocne 
over-populated countries? 

”We are not even thinking 
about these problems." Bishop 
Norris said. 

The proportion of church 


money de\’oted to missionary 
work is dropping since “par¬ 
ishes often love to spend 
money on red carpets and 
stain^ glass wind^s and 
give what is left over to 
missions." 

The real Job Is to spread 
the gospel, he told the dele¬ 
gates. and ‘^winning the world 
for Christ Is one of the great¬ 
est tasks before the church."

R USSIA’S refusal to admit mara 
migration of British Columbia s 
Sons of Freedom for permanent 
settlement in Siberia does not surprise 
Premier Bennett or Attomey-r.eneral 
Bonner. It is not likely to surprise 
anyone who has studfed Ihe problem 
and the train of events leadins up to 
the overtures to the Soviet govern¬ 
ment. The Freedomites offered them¬ 
selves as settlers on terms which 
would have entailed special privileges 
not accorded to other citizens of the 
Soviet bloc: and Russia is not noted 
for ready acceptance of other people’s 
bargaining terms. 

WTien the Freedomites announced 
their Intention to shake the dust of 
British Columbia from their restless 
feet the federal and provincial gov¬ 
ernments both went out of their 
way to facilitate departure. ’The p^- 
aihillty. even remote, of Canada being 
rid at last of this fanatical sect was 
hailed with joy, but without optim¬ 
ism It I* doubtful if those in 
authority ever believed that anything 
would come of the plan, for It was 
not the Sons’ first "threat” to forsake 
CanadC" However, anything that 
might relieve Canada of their Irk¬ 
some presence was worth trying. 

Now the situation is back to nor¬ 
mal. and in th^ vernacular of the 
day Canada and the Freedomitra 

A Growing 

C LEAR-CUT definition of the fed¬ 
eral government's aim for the 
gov'eranee of the Canadian north- 
lands was afforded by Resources 
Minister Alvin Hamilton in the course 
of a visit to Vancouver this week. 
Ottawa, he said, is preparing the 
groundwork now for the emergent^ 
of the Yukon and varioas parts of the 
Northwest Territories one day as 
separate and provincially auton^ 
mous provinces. That is much to be 
preferred to altering the bounds of 
existing provinces through a more 
or less arbitrary partition of the 
northlands which overlie them all. 
Also It preserves and extends in 
natural order and sequence the cen¬ 
tral Unity of confederation which has 
served Canada so well. 

In this eoncept the Yukon can 
expect.its own provincial administra¬ 
tion one day as a separate and s^f- 
goveming province in the union. The 
same thing, no doubt, will apply to 
vast regional areas in the Peace 
River and in the Mackenzie River 
basin in the west, and to their 
counterparts in the eastern half of the 
countrv. Exploration and develop¬ 
ment in the last ten years have 


are stuck with one another. Canada 
can’t throw them out because they 
are Canadiart Citizens; and the Sons 
can’t leave the country because no 
one else will have them—and small 
wonder. No country, least of all 
Communist Russia, wants to accord 
citizenship and the advantages of Its 
institutions to people who hold them¬ 
selves above all man-made laws. 

This world may be no Utopia, but 
the Freedomites whether they like it 
or not are inhabitants of it; and 
somehow it must be driven home to 
them that only they can make liv¬ 
able the countjy to which they owe 
but will not pay allegiance.

They Followed John 


I F Liberals were elated over their 

expected victory in Newfoundland seven 
last month their spirits have been 
redampened by the unexpe<-ted de¬ 
feat this week in Prince Falwarrt 
Island. Mr. Smallwood’s proposed 
cruaadc across the country' obviously 
had better pass P.E.I. by, since the 
mood there Is mimical to his di^ires. 

It was expressed also in unmistak¬ 
able terms. 

Upsets in governments are not 
rare but they come seldom enough to 
make a startling change notable. The 
sweeping return of Ihe Progressive 
Consei-vatives in Prince Edward 
Island after many v-ears In opposi¬ 
tion ts therefore hound to dim Liberal 
hopes briefly roused a month ago. If 
the Diefenhaker influence failed to 
-affect provincial voters In Newfound¬ 
land it found a strong echo in the 
nearby smaller province of Canada. 

• It Is the size of the Con.servative 
vlctorv that is impressive. With a dom¬ 
inating 27 out of 30 seals in the 
last legislature the Liberals are now 


reduied to a skeletaj allotment of 
seven seats. The reversal is thus 
nearly identical. Eighteen straight 
gains were made by the Conserva¬ 
tives dim-tly from Liberal oppon¬ 
ents. thus emphasizing in no un- 
(vrtain fashion the swing to the Con¬ 
servative side 

Coincidentally Ihe result is simi¬ 
lar to the pattern of voting after 
Ihe Bennett administration took 
office at Ottawa in 19.30. On that 
occasion the provincial Conservatives 
followed the federal Conservatlviai in¬ 
to power. Hislorv’ has renealed itself, 
with Prince Edward Island electors 
taking Ihe first opportunity to show 
they prefer that both governments 
shniild he of Ihe same parly flavor. 

TTils latest provincial election, a 
distinct feather in Ihe cap of pre¬ 
mier-elect Waller Shaw, leaves New¬ 
foundland as the only Liberal-gov¬ 
erned province in all of the Domin¬ 
ion. The situation must, appear very 
doleful for the Liberal caase in 
Canada.

A rompl^t# spray program ior 
fruit can be a complicated, bust-' 
neM. For the complete and most 
efficient control of pests and diseases, 
the RC. department of agriculture 
rerommends teven sprays per year 
for applet, six for pears, eight for 
plums and prunes, seven for peaches* 
and nine for cherries. ^ 

' Each spray is a different mixture 
of ingredients, arwl the timing of The 
application is most important, for the 
spray must be applied Just when the 
particular pest or fungus spore you 
are gunning for happens to be in Its 
most vulnerable stage of growth. 


so many different sprays, nor doe^ 
the average homeowner have enough 
free time from his regular Job to 
apply all these sprays at exactly the 
correct times. 

For another thing, the isolated 
backyard tree isn't nearly so sus¬ 
ceptible to pest attack as when a great 
number of similar trees are grown 
In cloae proximity. An infestation in 
an orchard is a much more sertous 
matter, as the pest or blight can build 
up like wUdfire with such an -easy 
Jump from tree to tree. 


sunny weather before the ^cnd ot

With this one basic spraying 
aecomphshed. I don't think it pays to 
worry shout the pests which might 
attack your ti^s. The dormant oU 
won’! take care of them all. it is true, 
for hugs and blight spores will come 
drifting in from other gardens. 


Just keep your eyes open, making 
frequent in.<pectK>na of your trees and 
paying particular attention to the 
hacks of the leaves, and give them a 
squirt of some allpurpose orchard 
spray or dust when anything ab- 
noimal turns up. 

Every manufacturer of garden 
chemicals puts out his own hrand of 
all purpose spiay or dust. This is 
what you might call a “buckshot** 
tif^tment. containing a number of 
ingredients designed to control nearly 
every common hug or blight. You 
dor^’t even need to know what par¬ 
ticular pest is making your trees look 
sick 

fVarh trees, of cfHiise. must have 
their spe< ia) winter spray to control 
the leaf-curl disease. This Is s posi¬ 
tive must, sod ri! he retninding yod 
about it St the proper time. 


For the msn with a sizeable of 
chard of fruit trees. I think it pays to 
give his trees the full treatment. The 
excellent spray calendar put out by 
the department should he thumb- 
larked, to the toolshed wall ai^d fol¬ 
lowed exactly. 'Fhe hnme<twner with 
one or two backyard trees, though/ 
ran get away with a considerably less 
complicated program. 

For one thing, the siza of the 
erop from a few trees in a home 
gar^n doesn't Justify the expense of 


control over a very wide range of 
pests, including aphis, which are 
always pi^^nt In every garden. 

One big advantag^of the dormant 
oil spray is that the timing isn't the 
least hit critical. It can go on any" 
time in rveemher or Januar>-. and If 
the >ear-end stock taking at the nffire 
comes along on the weekend you had 
earmarked lor the spraying of your 
trees, no harm is done. Just get the 
Job done during any spell of fine.

1874 in Uolumbiar Mis.sisslppt. 
When he was 19. he joined the 
Whitecaps. an organuation 
like the Ku Klux Klan. 

I Early In 1898 the Whileraps 
I flogged the Negro servant of 
, a ('crtaln WUl Buckley. Buck 
ley was furious and de¬ 
nounced the Whitecaps to the 
grand Jury, which indicted 
them. The Whitecaps swore 
revenge on Buckley. 


Four of them met secretly 
hi the woods. A vote was 
taken It was 3 to 1, Three 
voted for Buckley s death, tho 
Tourth voted against It and 
said he was quitting the 
Whitecaps then and there. 
That fourth man was Will 
Purvis. 

A few days later two of the 
White<-aps. Louis Thornhill 
and. Beard, ambushed 

Buckley in the 'Woods and 
killed him. The scene of the 
murder was near the Purvis 
farm.

Canada’s 
larfML^thia week befan rt- 
ceivlnc Health Injections ex¬ 
pected to prolonf^lts life by at 
least 50 years. 

If the health plan works, the 
life of the field will he ex 
tended from 1900 to 2030 and 
at least fO per cent of the oil 
will be economically ex 
tract ed. 

The elixir is a 50-50 mixture 
of two natural gas byproducts, 
propane and butane, plus a 
Omall amount of dry natural 

fas. 

Pembina's 573 wells produce 


some 100.000 barrels of oil a 
day. or roughly a third of the 
total amount produced In Al 
berta. 

Big problem is that the pres 
sure of existing natural ga.s 
and other msterisis is only 
sufficient to force about 40 per 
cent of the oil to the surface.

"How difficult It is fbr new 
nations to achieve seU govem- 
ment without the foundation 
of decency, honesty and re¬ 
spect for women ar^ children 
which Christianity supplies.’*

we give them no Christian 
literature to read and they are 
turning Communist because 
the Communists supply them 
with literature.**' 

He told of visiting missions 
In places like Hong Kong, un¬ 
der imminent threat of Com¬ 
munist engtilfment. where 
refugees from behind the 
Bamboo Curtain have swamped 


the already taxed facilities of 
the church. 

"There are so few to do so 
much for these mUlions,** 
Bishop Norris said. 

Ail countries in the East face 
the problem of over popula¬ 
tion, he said, and **1 wonder if 
there is not going to be great 
catastrophe when the supply 
of food is simply not going to 


be large enough to feed the 
population.** 

And what he asked, is the 
^urch going to say about the 
questions of compulsory ster¬ 
ilization and compulsory abor¬ 
tion which have arisen in some 
^fer-populated countries? 

**We are not even thlnklnc 
about these prtrttlems,'* Bishop 
Norris said. . 

The proportion of church 


money devoted to missionary
